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Governor Rockefeller’s Proposal Dooms 
Public Colleges, Favors Private Schools 


Ed. note — The United Community 
Centers Young Adults Group and 
Youth Assembly is attempting to form 
a state-wide student union capable of 
stopping Governor Rockefeller’s 
attacks on public education. The 
following is a news letter we received 
from them. See also related story on 
this page and on page 2. 

In his messages to the 
legislature Governor Rockefeller 
made clear he was more 
concerned with salvaging the 
private and parochial schools 
and colleges than with solving the 
problems of public education. His 
proposals will lead to the 
destruction of CUNY, SUNY and 
the public schools. 

Rockefeller proposed that the 
State University take over the 
City University and that tuition 
be imposed on the City and State 
Universities comparable to that 
of the private colleges, that is, 
$2,000 to $2,500. He has stated that 
he will increase the amount of 
state aid to private colleges from 
_. the 28 million dollars. He has also. 
publicly said that he will find 
some way to get around the 
recent court ruling which 


prohibited the state from giving 
$33 million out of a possible $61 
million to private and parochial 
schools, At the same time he has 
made it clear that there will be no 
additions to the amount.aHocated 
in last year’s budget of CUNY 
and SUNY. 

We reject using any public 
money for bailing out the private 
and parochial schools and 
colleges. These schools are not 
responsible to the public. They 
are controlled by and set up for a 
very select group of people in our 
society. Parochial schools teach 
students from a specific religious 
group to be essentially concerned 
with their own group. Private 
schools essentially teach an elite 
economic group to only be 
concerned with their class and 
themselves. The public schools, 
on the other hand, provide an 
education for all people 
regardless of their race, class or 
religion. Because they are public, 
there can be a public struggle to 
shape and change the direction of 
education in order to teach 
students how to live with one 


SUNY and CUNY 


Hold Meeting Today 


In response to the Governor’s 
stated intent to raise tuition at 
the State University (SUNY) and 


impose tuition at the City 
University (CUNY), the 
leadership of the Student 
Association of the State 


University of New York (SASU) 
and the City University Student 
Senate (USS) have _ joined 
together to affirm the right of 
every resident of the State to 
public higher education at no 
cost, Both groups favor the 
maintenance of a system of 
admissions which allows equal 
access to the college or program 
of one’s choice. They are 
convinced that creative 
alternatives exist to meet the 
costs of higher education in New 
York State. 

SASU and USS represent the 
combined interests of some 
500,000 students enrolled: in 
SUNY and CUNY. 

The joint letter, signed by Mr. 
Richard Lewis, Chairman of 
USS, and Mr. Mark Borenstein. 
Chairman of SASU, grew out of 
discussions and meetings in 
Binghamton and Albany over the 
past two weeks’ between 
members of the executive bodies 
of both organizations. 

The two groups have asked 
their respective constituencies to 
respond to a draft resolution on 
no cost public higher education 
and to research _ several 
alternatives that could cut the 
cost of higher education. They 
have called for a-joint SUNY— 
CUNY student meeting in Albany 
on February 27, 1972 to approve a 
unified position and develop 
state-wide implementation 
strategies. 
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Commenting on the joint 
statement and the suggested 
proposals to the SUNY and 
CUNY student governments, Mr. 
Borenstein stated, ‘Students are 
the most transient, least 
organized, and therefore most 
exploited constituency of the 
University. The cost of public 
higher education, now squarely 
the burden of middle and lower 
income families, effectively 
prohibits residents from the 
education they need in order to be 
successful, unless they are 
willing to indenture themselves 
for large sums of money for 
many years. 

“It is unfortunate that students 
will have to spend their time 
organizing and fighting for no- 
cost public education, but without 
this fight, public higher 
education in New York will be 
destroyed. Only through the 
coordinated action of both the 
City University students and the 
State University students, 
through USS and SASU, can we 
hope to be successful.”’ 

Mr. Lewis supported Mr. 
Borenstein’s remarks and added, 
‘‘T look forward to the meeting on 
the 27th where, for the first time, 
student governments of CUNY 
and SUNY will sit down in one 
place and exercise their 
collective will to-put the State on 
notice that students will not be 
forgotten, nor will they capitulate 
to the power brokers in Albany 
and New York City.” 

The joint statement marks the 
first time that SUNY and CUNY 
student organizations have 
jointly appealed to such broad 
policies which are necessary to 
the survival of their institutions. 


another in a democratic society. 
They are the only educational 
institutions accountable to the 
public. 

If the private and parochial 
schools and colleges close — let 
them. We welcome _ those 
students to the public schools and 
colleges where they belong. Then 
we can build the unified student 
and parent movement we need to 
guarantee the money we need for 
CUNY, SUNY and the public 
schools. 

Most of us are not rich. Our 
parents are working people, 


office workers, small 
businessmen or _ professionals. 
We cannot afford to pay the kind 
of tuition that they pay in Cornell, 
Columbia, and _ Rochester. 
Tuition will mean that we will be 
closed out to higher education 
because we cannot afford to pay. 
Most of the students in the State 
U are in the same _ position. 
Rockefeller has made it clear 
that he doesn’t care whether we 
can go to college or _ not. 
Rockefeller’s proposals are 
examples of class _ legislation 
directed at us and our families 


throughout the state: the lower 
middle class, working class, and 
poor of our state. Meanwhile our 
tax money is being awarded to 
the private and parochial schools 
to bail them out. 

We cannot let him do this to us. 
The Governor, President Nixon, 
legislators and college 
administrators have all said that 
students have lost interest in 
political organizing and that we 
have returned to more 
constructive and important

New Counseling Center 
Serves Many Students 


With a new counseling center 
operating at Broome Community 
College this year, students have 
kept five counselors busy with as 
many as 80 of them a day 
receiving assistance in a variety 
of areas. cm 

The Counseling and Student 
Development Center, as it is 
officially called, is housed in a 10 
x 50 foot trailer alongside the 
Administration Building. 

The trailer has worked out 
‘beyond our fondest 
expectations,’ said Gary Smith, 
acting director of counseling. 
“We are serving more students 
than ever before in this 
important facet of the 
educational process. 

“The trailer is surprisingly 
roomy, with five offices and a 
reception area. So even though 
we have had_to go elsewhere on 
the campus for group counseling, 
we have been pleased.”’ 

The four main areas of 
counseling have been: 

— Academic counseling. A 
student tutoring service has 
assisted in aiding those 


experiencing academic: 


difficulties, but the counselors’ 
ability to discover why some 


students have academic 
problems has also been 
important. 


— Transfer counseling. This 
has enabled students to get the 
information they seek about 
opportunities at four-year 
colleges after graduation from 
BEC! 

_ Career 
Counselors have helped students 
discover if they are enrolled in 
the proper curriculum for their 
particular aptitude and interest. 
Interviews with the students are 


used along with testing | 
techniques to make _ this 
determination. 


~ — Social counseling. This helps 
those students who find it 
difficult to get along with their 
colleagues. Finding dates, for 
example, is one such problem 
area, but not the only one. 
Another of the _ center’s 
accomplishments has_ been 
helping students’ who are 
concerned about the use of drugs 
to establish the Heads Up Drug 


- counseling. 
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Council on the campus. 
The counselors are — in 
addition to Mr. Smith — Francis 
Battisti, Alan Bennett, Sharon 
Kooman and Curtis Wilbur. All 
have their Masters degrees in 
counseling and all have been 
directly involved with two-year 
colleges before coming to BCC. 
In addition, Francis Short is 
responsible for counseling the 
older students in the college’s 
evening program, which is 
conducted by the Division of 
Continuing Education. 

Clarence (Bucky) McGill is 
also counseling on the campus, 
working with those students who 
are at the college through such 
programs as Talent Search and 
Equal Opportunity Program 
(EOP). He is employed by the 
Special Services Program of the 
State University at Binghamton. 


“T think the trailer has given us 
an advantage we didn’t consider 
at first,”” Mr. Smith said. ‘It has 
given our center greater 
visibility on the campus than if 
we were inside a building, and 
this may be a help in attracting 
so many students to our 
services.”’ 


He also credited the good job 
done by the counseling staff in 
informing students about the 
center. ‘“‘We’ve talked to them 
during freshman orientation, in 
classes and in their co- 
curriculum activities groups. 


“‘We have had students from 
every one of the college’s 20 
curricula; we’ve had students 


come back to see us a number of 
times; and we also keep getting 
new faces. We must be doing 
something right.’’

Governor Rockefeller may 
have tried to pull the wool over 
the eyes of the New York State 
taxpayers for the last time. After 
his transportation bond was 
voted down, he showed his true 
colors by cutting down funds for 
public education. The immediate 
local effect was a raise in tuition 
for next year and a cutback in 
building funds. 

A Brooklyn group, the Young 
Adult Group and Youth Assembly 
of the United Community 
Centers, has decided 
Rockefeller has gone too far in 
striking at public education. They 
did a little research and came up 
with the following facts and 
figures: 

1. Rockefeller has proposed 
that the State University take 


over the City University of New - 


York (CUNY) and that tuition be 
imposed on the City and State 
Universities comparable to that 
‘of the private college, that is, 
$2,000 to $2,500. 

2. He has stated that he will 
increase the amount of state aid 
to private colleges from 28 
million dollars. 

3. He has also publicly stated 
that he will find some way to get 
around the recent court ruling 
which prohibited the state from 
giving $33 million out of a 
possible $61 million to private 
and parochial schools. - 

4. At the same time he has 
made it clear that there will be no 
additions to the amount allocated 
in last year’s budget of CUNY 
and SUNY. 

The Young Adult Group and 
Youth Assembly has stated that 
they reject using any public 
money to bail out the private and 
parochial schools. Many of the 
students in this group also fear 
being squeezed out of the public 
schools by a tuition increase. 
This is also true of students at 
Broome and of the many students 


that 


in this area who are attending 
other SUNY schools. In an 
editorial in the last issue of the 
FULCRUM, it was stated that the 
increase next year was a good 
thing because it would eliminate 
many of the “‘riff-raff’’ who are 
at Broome only because they had 
nothing better to do and their 
parents had the money to send 
them here. 

The parents are still going to 
send their children to college and 
if Broome is the cheapest one 
around, then that is where they 
will end up. The question that is 


raised is, what about the many - 


vets who are attending Broome 
on the G.I. Bill? The ones who 
will be eliminated will be the 
students in their 20’s who not only 
contribute to the academic 
standard of the school but are 
also active in those parts of 
student life that will help 
improve student conditions. 

The Young Adult Group, in a 
news letter, has also stated that

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(CPS) — Undercover police 
are becoming more and more 
prevalent in our society. While 
Tommy the Traveler and Louis 
Tackwood seldom make 
headlines and are seldom given 
coverage on network TV news, 
their activities — the activities of 
undercover police, both narcotics 
agents and political ‘‘red 
squads’? have come to be 
commonplace throughout the 
country. 

In March of 1971 an article 
appeared in the San Luis Valley 
Courier in sleepy Alamosa, 
Colorado, (the home of Adams 
State College) telling of a visiting 
movie producer named “‘Ken 
Patricks” who was visiting the 
San Luis Valley seeking talent for 
two movies he was planning to 
film. 

Patricks said the first movie 
would be a “Clint. Eastwood 
type’’ western and the second 
would be a movie using college 
students to “‘tell it like it is.” 

As the state would have it, that 
movie producer is in reality 
Kenneth Patrick Brown, an 
undercover agent for the 
Colorado Bureau of Investigation 
(CBI) and using the casting 
process as a front to gather 
evidence for a state grand jury. 

That grand jury handed down 
53 indictments for narcotics 
violations in June, 1971. 

The first of the defendants went 
to trial early last January. 
Harold Joseph Martinez, 19, of 
Alamosa, was found guilty of 
‘conspiracy to dispense a 
narcotic drug.’’ His crime was 
giving, not selling, Brown one 
“white, hand-rolled marijuana 


cigarette.’’ Martinez awaits 
sentencing.

Relations officer who revealed 
the information to the Northern 
Star has been accused by his 
superiors of violating 
department regulations and 
threatened with the loss of his 
job, NIU President Richard 
Nelson denounced the use of 
undercover agents as 
‘“‘repugnant.” 

Security department head, 
James Elliot, declined comment 
on exactly when the surveillance 
started or whether such an agent 
ever existed. 

Board of Regents Chairman J. 
Robert Barr told the Star that he 
had no knowledge of any 
undercover activities and as a 
board they had never discussed, 
approved or been aware of sucha 
person being employed by the 
university. , 

Meanwhile, on the same day 
the regents were offering their 
shock and their collective denial 
of any knowledge of undercover 
police on campus, Lloyd 
Montgomery, a student senator, 
charged in a senate meeting that 
the officer who arrested him and 
six others a week earlier for 
narcotics violationswas another 
undercover agent from the 
campus security department. 

Carlson, to date, has not been 
associated with any undercover- 
related arrests.

In far off Eugene, Oregon, Ms. 
Kate Thompson, 18, was ruffed 
up and dragged down the Lane 
County Courthouse corridor in a 
wristlock last month by three 
bearded, hip-looking LINT 


agents (Lane County Inter-: 


agency Narcotics Team). 

Ms. Thompson, a photographer 
for the Augur, a Eugene under- 
ground newspaper, was present 
at the courthouse because she 
had heard a secret grand jury 
was about to issue indictments 
against drug users and she had 
hoped to immortalize on the front 
page of the Augur the faces of the 
LINT agents who undoubtedly 
would testify at the festivities. 
festivities. 

Ms. Thompson: “‘I missed Cain 
(a LINT agent identified in a 
previous Augur editorial) when 
he got off the elevator, and I 
grabbed my camera to get a 
picture of the back of him and of 
Mauch (another LINT agent), 
who was walking straight for me. 
I was able to shoot one frame 
when Mauch grabbed my 
camera, which was around my 
neck, and said, ‘Give me that 
camera.’ 

“T refused to give it to him and 
he put me under arrest for 
harrassment. : 

“He took me by the wristlock 
(a method used by police to 
partially immobilize a prisoner), 
and took me down the hall and 
some other nares met him. He

said, ‘Take her camera,’ and 
they took it from around my 
neck.“ 


Ms. Thompson said she did not © 


give the officers permission to 
take her camera, which was 
returned to her when she was 
released, nor did she give them 
permission to take the film from 
the camera. 

The district attorney 
reimbursed her for the film 
which they took from her 
camera. ‘‘They took me into the 
DA’s office and I was questioned 
for about an hour,” she said, 

“They talked to me about how 
much the lives of officers and her 
families were threatened by 
having pictures published.” 

Assistant District Attorney 
John Moore said. he felt. the 
arresting officer was justified in 
his action ‘‘from a human 
standpoint.” 

Moore and Ms. Thompson was 
released because he ‘‘didn’t feel 
it was appropriate to file a 
charge against her.” :

groups since he was recruited in 


the summer of 1969. Martinez ~ 


said he worked for the Alcohol, 
Tobacco, and Firearms Division 
of the Internal Revenue Service. 
Agency spokesmen declined 
comment on Martinez’ claim of 
employment or any of his 
accusations. 

Martinez said he was 
responsible for provoking a Los 
Angeles police raid on the 
Chicano Moratorium 


headquarters in Novemmber | 


1970 by walking in front of the 
group’s headquarters. with a 
shotgun. 2 


He also claimed he acted as an 
“agent provocateur’’ in the 
disruption of an East Los Angeles 
campaign rally for Democrat 
John Tunney in October 1970. ° 
Tunney later was elected to the 
U.S. Senate. 


At that rally one of Tunny’s’ 
aides was beaten and Tunney 
was jostled. 


A spokesman for Casa de _ 
Carnalismo, the organization — 


that called the press conference, 
said that Martinez activities 
were only part of an over-all - 
“pattern of collusion among 
federal and local police agencies 
to destroy activist groups.”

IT'S A SNAP 


N.H. Voter Dispute 


KEENE, N. H. (CPS) — 
College students will be able to 
register to vote in New 
Hampshire college towns, if they 
meet certain criteria, a federal 
judge determined last week. 

Five basic standards. were 
established as a result of a recent 
dispute between the New 
Hampshire Civil Liberties Union 
(NHCLU) and N. H. Attorney 
General Warren B. Rudman over 
student voting rights. Rudman 
had ruled that students could 
only register in their home towns. 

The five criteria are: 

— Registrants must be 18 years 
of age or older at the time of the 
next election following 
registration. 

— They must be citizens of the 
United States. 

— They must have lived in the 
town at least six months, or 30 
days for Presidential elections. 

— They must intend to reside in 
the town indefinitely. 


— They must regard the town 
as his or her domicile. 

A spokesman for the American 
Civil Liberties Union explained 
last week that any person who 
registers a student is no longer 
permitted to ask the student his 
source of income, financial or 
marital status, and most 
importantly, where his parents 
reside. He can ask, however, if 
the student has any previous 
voter registration or if the 
student has any other declared 
residency as on a driver’s 
license, 

The NHCLU suit contended 
that registrars had too little 
autonomy in deciding voter 
eligibility and was thus a 
violation of a student’s rights 
under the 14th and 26th 
amendments. 

The agreement is still awaiting 
the signatures of two other 
federal panel members. 


New Tax Reform 


(CPS) — Students with part- 
time jobs and parents who 
provide for their children’s 
education while cutting their own 
tax liability may be adversely 
affected by a new tax law in 1972. 

Under the law, which regulates 
income taxes for 1971, if an 
individual is under 19 or a college 
student of any age, and if his 
parents provide more than one 
half of his financial support, both 
he and his parents can claim him 
for a personal exemption. The 
individual qualifies for the double 
exemption if his income is.earned 
by his own labor or from 
investments held in his name. 

Under the new law all or some 
investment return could be 
sheltered from taxation because 
the child could claim both a 
personal exemption for himself 
and a standard deduction when 
filing a tax return. 

The new law will not allow a 
standard deduction taken against 
unearned income or for a 
standard deduction that exceeds 
the amount of his income from 
wages. 

The law also reduces the tax- 
free income to no more than $750 
per year per child. 

. The two changes in the tax law 
will affect those parents who 
have set aside funds for their 


children’s use by outright gifts of 
money, securities or property, or 
by setting up certain kinds of 
trust funds for their children. 

In 1971, up to $1,700 per child 
was tax free. Before the new law 
was enacted the maximum tax- 
free income would have reached 
$2,050. 

Critics of the tax reform have 
complained that it will not 
stimulate the economy and put 
people back to work as it was 
meant to do. They contend that it 
is a result of the Republican 
philosophy of stimulating the 
economy by helping big business. 


The new law, signed by 
President Nixon on December 10, 
was originated by Wisconsin 
Representative John W. Byrnes, 
ranking Republican on the House 
Ways and Means Committee. 

Byrnes said he was disturbed 
that the minimum standard 
deduction, or ‘‘low income 
allowance,”’ designed to provide 
income tax relief for the poor, 
was also. being used as a tax 
loophole for more affluent 
people. 

The U.S. Treasury expects to 
collect $70 million in additional 
taxes on 1972 individual incomes 
that otherwise would have been 
sheltered by the pre-existing law.

WASHINGTON (CPS) — The 
total freshman enrollment at 4- 
year colleges is down for the first 
time since World War II says a 
recent Carnegie Commission on 
Higher Education report. 

According to the study, the 444 
four-year institutions 
participating in the study 
reported 40,600 freshman 
vacancies. Commission 
Chairman Clark Kerr pointed out 
that if the rate of the decrease 
was applied to the 1,500 four-year 
institutions in the nation the total 
may reach 110,000 in all. That 
increase, then, would aaount to 14 
per cent over 1970. 

The total undergraduate 
enrollment increased by 2.4 
percent. A little more than half of 
the freshmen decreases was in 
private colleges, the report said. 

Commission Chairman Kerr. 
said that registrars gave the 
decline in job opportunities and 
the poor economic situation as 
reasons for the decline. 


HEW After Student 
Loan Defaulters 


(CPS) — On. every major 
campus in the country there are 
students who are going to school 
with the federal government 
footing the bill. In most cases, 
though, these students have 
obtained loans, not scholarships, 
and are therefore obligated to 
pay back the money. 

But now the federal 
government is worrying about 
these loans. From January 31 to 
September 30 there was a three- 
fold increase in the -number of 
defaulted loans. The actual 
number of defaulted loans 
jumped from 3,049 to 8,963. 

Under the provisions of the 
loan, the student is obligated to 
begin paying back the 
government nine months after 
college graduation. A slight 
interest is added to the loan, but 
this does not take effect until the 
student begins making 
payments. 

The Office of Education. a 
subsidiary of the Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare 
(HEW) and the government body 
which supervises the loan 
program, blames its inability to 
catch debtors on understaffing. 

In order to make up for this 
deficiency, HEW’s 1972 budget 
request calls for 52 additional 
claims collectors. At present 
there are only three employees 
working in this area. 

This beefing up of the collection 
arm of the department signals a 
crack-down on defaulted loans. 

Comptroller General Elmer B. 
Staats, who oversees the use of 
federal funds, has recommended 
a tightening up of the 
administration of the loan 


program. In a report to Congress 
two weeks ago, Staats pointed out 
the proliferation of loan defaults 
and said that federal law 
requires prompt processing of 
claims. 

Staats criticized the Office of 
Education for not proceeding 
against all liable parties, 
“Collection action was being 
taken against the student 
borrower and not against co- 
signers, such as parents or 
spouses.’’ 

He said, too, that form letters 
used to collect the debts ‘‘are not 
sufficiently forceful to impress 
the debtor of his legal obligation 
to repay.” 


Staats’ study of the loan 
program showed that as_ of 
January 31, 1971, $1 billion in over 
one million loans had been 
awarded. 

One of the most glaring defects 
in the program that Staats found 
was the lack of uniform policy for 
participating schools to refund 
money when students died, 
dropped out or stopped attending 
school for various reasons. 

Staats poinned out that ‘in 
some cases, no refunds are made 
unless inquiries are sent directly 
to the schools. In other cases, 
schools make refunds directly to 
students.”’ 

HEW hopes that its new hard- 
line stance will discourage 
would-be debt evaders and catch 
up with the almost 9,000 
outstanding debtors. In addition, 
there may now be fewer loan 
applications due to the stighter 
chance of evading, or postponing, 
HEW. 
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Medical Laboratory Technology 


Prepares Students for 
Hospital Clinical Lab Work 


The Medical Laboratory 
Technology curriculum at 
Broome Community College 
prepares its students for 
employment in hospital clinical 
laboratories, in’ analytical, 
control and research laboratories 
or chemical and pharmaceutical 
companies and as_ research 
assistants at large universities. 
The program concentrates on 
chemistry, physiology, micro- 
biology, physics and 
pharmacology augmented by 
intensive laboratory work in bio- 
analytical procedures, chemical 
instrumentation,  micro- 
biological and immunological 
techniques and radiation physics. 
It is balanced by general 
education courses such as 
English, mathematics and social 
sciences. At the same time an 
opportunity is opened to transfer 
toa four year college specializing 
in bacteriology or research and 
to become a licensed, registered 
Medical Laboratory 


Technologist. This extremely 
comprehensive program, 
comprising education programs, 
one in the first term of the senior 
year and the second, much to the 
dismay of participating students, 
during the summer after 
“sraduation.”’ 

The Medical Laboratory 
Technology program involves its 
10 seniors and 18 freshmen in an 
exceptionally rigorous schedule 
incorporating 17 hours’ of 
laboratory work each week into a 
total of 27 class hours. The 
students in this program feel that 
they. are receiving a firm 
background in their field. 
Everyone agrees that the 
chemistry department is 
excellent but there was some 
discussion as to the relevancy of 
liberal arts courses. Some 
students find them a complete 
waste of time while others feel a 
well-rounded education is very 
important. Generally, the 
students consider their teachers 


competent although ‘‘some say 
too much, some not enough.’ The 
students are vitally interested in 
their work and _ considered 
helping people and working with 
their hands important moti- 
vations for entering this field 
while scorning money as “‘not 
really important.” One fresh- 
man girl expressed particular 
enthusiasm for what is proving to 
be, for her, an unsuccessful 
scientific career. 

On Wednesday afternoon, after 
the normal school day is 
completed, the seniors meet to 
present introductory 
demonstrations to the freshmen. 
They are forming a new 
organization which they refer to 
simply as ‘‘Medical Laboratory 
Technology.”’ 

Because of the small number of 
people enrolled in this program 
and the lack of inter-reaction 
among the various curriculums 


most of the Medical Laboratory 
Technology students do feel an 
element of alienation from the 
rest of the campus. Being an 
energetic group, they try to 
compensate (despite the 
intensity of their schedule) for 
this isolation by becoming 
involved in such extra-curricular 
activities as cheerleading, 
running, soccer, riding club and 
various other activities including 
honor society. 

When asked for suggestions on 
how to improve their program 
the only comment was a 
unanimous response from the 
Seniors that the second 
cooperative education program 
should be abolished or modified 
so that summer opportunities are 
not missed. It was considered 
feasable that a regular paying 
job could and should be taken as 
an option for the final co-op 
program.

(CPS) — Consumer Reports 


Magazine announced last week it 
will give its two million readers 


three words of advice about 
genital deodorant products: 
“Don’t use them.”’ 

The non-profit magazine’s 
report finds fault with the 
medical nature of ‘‘feminine 
hygiene sprays,”’ and is highly 
critical of the pre-market clinical 
testing by the largest maker of 
such products, Alberto-Culver 
Co. 

Consumer Reports medical 
consultants say ‘‘that widespread 
advertising of genital sprays 
may persuade many women with 
vaginal infections or an 
unsuspected tumor to put off 
seeking medical advice while 
using the sprays instead.’’ They 
add that soap and water is the 
most effective and certainly the 
safest hygiene. 

“Current advertising,’ says 

the current issue report ‘‘may 
lead women to apply a female 
genital deodorant to the delicate 
mucous membranes of the 
vagina.’’ And that, says the 
magazine, ‘‘is especially 
dangerous.” 
_ The article quotes Dr. Bernard 
M. 
assistant professor at the 
University of Illinois medical 
school, as saying ‘‘there is an 
implication of vaginal use in the 
names of the products and the 
advertising. Vaginal use is 
absolutely contra-indicated and 
will Jead to irritation from the 
propellant and-or the ingredients 
of the product.” 

The magazine’s medical 
consultants say also that the use 
of female genital deodorants 
prior to intercourse is 
particularly ill-advised, and cite 
an American Medical 
Association publication as saying 
there have been reports of male 
genital irritation attributable to 
intercourse with a partner who 


had just used such a spray. 


“There is always a risk 
involved in spraying chemicals 
on the body, especially on such 
sensitive areas as the genitals,” 
says Consumer Reports. It adds 
that ‘‘manufacturers of the 
product tend to shrug off any 
possible risk as insignificant.’

Egypt Student 
Demand War 


PARIS, France (CPS) — The 
reasons behind Egyptian 
President Anwar Sadat’s recent 
and sweeping changes in his 
government are becoming 
clearer every day as the powerful 
voice of the students expresses 
increasing frustration in Egypt. 

At a recent rally of four of the 
most politically active faculties 
at Cairo University, the Egyptian 
government was called upon to 
adopt a students’ resolution that 
war was the only solution to the 
Middle East crisis, and that the 
United States’ recent policy 
demanded that all its oil should 
be nationalized. 

Although there have been 
instances in the past of student 
dissatisfaction with the lack of 
tangible progress towards a 
settlement, this is the first time 
that it has been expressed 
publicly in Egypt. 

The demands — made by 
members of the faculties of 
engineering, economics, political 
science, and arts — indicate an 
increased emphasis on the 
military situation in the country. 
Declaring that war is the only 
solution, the students demanded 


‘that priority be given to war 


production, that the manufacture 
and import of luxuries be halted, 
and that those in the higher 
income brackets bear a “greater 
economic burden.”’ The students 
also urged that universities be 
closed for the next two months so 
that students could be trained for 
military duty, preferably in a 
newly-created ‘‘youth militia.” 


Kaye, a gynecologist and. 


testing of genital deodorants, the 
consumer publication recounts 
information contained in sworn 
pre-trial testimony by Alberto- 
Culver in connection with a 
lawsuit filed by a woman who 
claims to have been injured by 
the company’s spray product 
FDS. As set forth in the pre-trial 
testimony, Alberto-Culver said it 
had a_ totally adequate pre- 
market test program. 

One such test, Alberto-Culver 
said, ‘‘to determine the vaginal 
irritation potential of FDS on 
rats,” involved spraying FDS on 
the labia and vagina of 20 female 
rats for three consecutive days. 

Consumer Reports medical 
consultants described the test as 
‘“‘well-nigh meaningless,” 

Another Alberto-Culver test 
reportedly consisted: of a six- 
week patch test on the intact skin 
of 67 human subjects. However, 
the article notes, the company’s 
vice-president for consumer 
product research, is on record as 
saying any deodorant’ product 
should also be tested on abraded 
skin— a test which the makers of 
FDS did not claim to have 
performed. 

After noting that genital sprays 
need not be cleared by the 
government, the publication of 
the non-profit Consumers Union 
says the industry’s insistence 
that the sprays are cosmetics, not 
drugs, also means that they are 
not required to list active 
ingredients for the sake of people 
who might know they are allergic 
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or hypersensitive to certain 
chemicals. ~ 

Other people might simply 
want to avoid cosmetics that 
contain certain ingredients, such 
as hexachlorophene, which is 
known to be an ingredient of 
several genital deodorants. ~ 
There is evidence that hexa- 
chlorophene may be absorbed 
into the blood. High blood levels 
of hexachlorophene have been 
reported to cause paralysis and 
brain damage in laboratory 
animals. 

Should the Food and Drug 
Administration not reclassify 
female genital sprays, an 
alternative, says Consumers 
Union, would be for the FDA to 
use its power to declare them 
mislabeled for failure to reveal 
information on the consequences 
that may result from their use. 


“Since Alberto-Culver admits 
that FDS. can cause a ‘quite 
painful’ reaction in some women, 
it would appear appropriate for 
that information to appear on the 
label,” says Consumers Union. 


The article reported that in one 
of at least two lawsuits filed 
against the makers of FDS, a 
woman who used the spray while 
pregnant alleges that she quickly 
developed large lumps and had to 
be admitted to the hospital when 
the condition became so painful 
that she had difficulty walking. 
Her doctor diagnosed the 
problem as a severe reaction to 
the FDS spray.

WASHINGTON, D.C. (CPS) 
— In Congress, this looks like the 
Year of the Dropout. 

Why? According to a Jan. 26 
article in the Wall Street Journal, 
redistricting is making senior 
Congressional war horses shy 
away from running for re- 
election because of the problems 
they would experience in getting 
to know a new district. 

Other reasons include the 
inauguration of fatter retirement 
benefits for members with more 


than 20 years of service — due to. 


become effective March 1 — that 
will give a few long time 
lawmakers $34,000 per year in 
benefits. 

The pension increases were 
enacted along with _ the 
Congressional pay increases 
several years ago, but did not 
become effective until now. 

A third, and important, reason 
is the enfranchisement of 11 
million young voters, who many 
old Congressmen fear will vote 
against them on principle.

(R—Ohio), of Judiciary and H. 
Allen Smith (R—Calif.) of Rules. 

The early retirement 
announcements are _ heavily 
Republican, says one hill aid, 
because as long as Congress is 
Democratic in majority (they 
now hold a 39-seat edge), senior 
Republicans will not obtain 
committee or sub-committee 
chairmanships. 

On the Senate side, Clinton 
Anderson (D—N.M.), Len Jordan: 
(R—Id.), Karl Mundt (R—S.D.) 
and John Sherman Cooper (R— 
Ky) are stepping down. 

On the other hand, 81-year-old 
Appropriations Committee 
Chairman Allen Ellender (D— 
La.) and 72-year-old Banking 
Committee Chairman John 
Sparkman (D—Ala.) are running 
for re-election against young 
challengers both in the primaries 
and the general election.

foundation to promote major 
reform in higher education has 
won strong endorsement from a 
task force formed to study the 
possible objectives and activities 
of such a foundation.

educational reforms as opposed 
to the current piecemeal reform 
felt only by students in 
experimental programs, a 
recently released task force 
report states. 

Obiectives for the foundation 
outlined in the American Asso- 
ciation of State Colleges and Uni- 
versities (AASCU) — sponsored 
task force report include:

Serving as a clearing house 
for information on major 
innovations, structural changes 
in curricular developments in 
higher education. 

... helping institutions gain the 
ability to define their missions 
and establish their priorities. 

The foundation would address 
itself to vocational-technical 
schools as well as community, 
junior, state, public and private 
colleges and universities,

house for the youth registration 
movement, predicted recently 
that at least 60 per cent of the 
newly enfranchised voters will be 
registered in time for the general 
elections in November. 

About 68 per cent of the total 
eligible voting population 
registered for the 1968 elections.

The John Prine Album is Said to Be 
Primary Embodiment of Our Goals

Sam Stone came home 

To his wife and family 

After serving in the conflict overseas

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The “John Prine” album could 
very well be the first effort of a 
man whose songs are the 
primary embodiment of our 
goals. After listening to this 
record it is quite easily seen why 
it was highly rated by “Rolling 
Stone Magazine.” John Prine has 
been heralded as a remarkably 


brilliant songwriter, resembling . 


the early Bob Dylan in many 
respects. It is his emotive 


_ creation of songs which make 


them distinctive from many 
other songs. 

Prine has a way of approaching 
a situation from a highly 
emotional position in order to 
fully gain both the interests and 
the sympathies of the listener. 
His portrayal of social victims is 
by far the most realistic 
representation yet made. They 
are all presented with the equal 
importance that they deserve. No 
one can draw a scale determining 
which problem is the most 
important. John Prine writes 
with a full knowledge of this fact. 
In his writing he also stresses 
individuality in demonstrating 
concepts alleged to be larger 
than any individual. 

The anti-war theme is common 
for just about all contemporary 
songwriters (except Merle 
Haggard). In the song “Sam 


Stone’”’ we are forced to see a 
much more human payment for 
our military indulgences than we 
are accustomed to seeing. What 
happens toa man who is made a 
drug addict in the service? Is the 
military interested in him or is 
their conscience cleared by 
giving him a “Purple Heart’’? 
Common questions but Prine 
doesn’t stop with them. He makes 
us see what it is like for mini- 
children to have a father with a 
$100 habit. It is the skillful 
interweaving of young and old, 
personal and impersonal, that 
distinguishes this song from the 
rank and file of other dissident 
songs. 

War is only one of many 
problems which Prine deals with. 
“Hello in There’? shows the 
barbaric results of a youth 
oriented society asonly an elderly 
person can see it. He singles out 
one of the most destructive 
diseases in existence, a disease 
we Cause and can cure if we want 
it. The chorus tells it: 


“Ya know that old trees just 
grow stronger and old rivers 
grow wider everyday 

Old people just grow lonesome 
Waiting for someone to say 
Hello in there ; 
Hello” 


seven million new voters for the 
presidential election.

One of the most overlooked 
problems on the national scene is 
the fate of thousands of bastard 
kids. We often claim the search 
for identity as the purpose of our 
lives, but how much 
understanding do we have for 
others who can’t even find their 
history. Every verse of ‘Six 
O’Clock News” is haunted with 
the line ‘“C’mon baby spend ihe 
night with me” as we trace the 
unwanted life of a boy who finally 
finds out the truth about himself 
and dies in his frustration. 

Reality is written into al! of the 
songs. You can see the old 
woman and feel her insecurity in 
“Angel From Montgomery”. You 
can share the desire to be a 
“Quiet Man.” In ‘Flashback 
Blues” you can grasp the despair 
and intangibility associated with 
the past. The fallacy and creation 
of dream worlds is the basis of 
“Donald and Lydia.’’ Even 
though dream worlds are a big 
cop out, it is shown in the song 
that they are justifiable. 

Kris Kristofferson said that 
John Prine was unlike anything 
he’d heard before. To really get 
into this John Prine record (his 
first) is a true poetic experience. 
And after all, if Dylan won’t write 
we will just have to find a 
replacement in the field of social 
concern. John Prine is just that.
